tw o Things to Bo Shunned Are Con­ 
fusion of Colors and Monotony. 


Two extremes to be avoided by a 
woman who is furnishing a room, be 
it n chamber or formal reception, are 
confusion of colors and monotony.

The speaker, under the rules 
of the house, has too much power— 
more than any one man should be al­ 
lowed to exercise. 
There had been 
twenty-five years of opportunity for 
filibuster in the house, culm inating in 
a disgusting exhibition of holding up 
public business when three men block­ 
ed the proceedings in the house for 
eight days. 
This naturally created a 
demand for some sort of a system 
whereby the house might go on doing 
business in spite of a small and ob­ 
streperous minority. 
“In recasting the rules those in au- j 
thority went to the other extrem e and j 
conferred too much 
power on the i 
speaker. 
So what is generally known 
as Cannonism is an excessive enlarge- j 
m ent of the speaker’s power which J 
was exercised before Cannon’s day by j 
Reed and Crisp and Henderson, al­ 
though I think Mr. Cannon probably ( 
has gone further than his predecessors 
in his construction as to the speaker's . 
authority under the rules. 
“Five years ago I introduced in con- Í 
gress the first resolution ever present- i 
ed to take the power of appointing j 
standing com m ittees aw ay from the 
speaker and to vest this power in a j 
com m ittee to be chosen by the party 
caucuses. 
Every other great delibera­ 
tive body on ea rth —the English par­ 
liam ent, the French cham ber of depu­ 
ties, the German reichstag—appoints 
its 
standing com m ittees through 
a 
com m ittee on selection. 
A similar re­ 
form in our national house of repre­ 
sentatives would rid the country of 
j Crispism, 
Reedism 
and 
Cannonism, 
taking aw ay from the speaker his pol­ 
itical power and making him what he 
should be— a parliam entary officer.” 
Judge C nim packer has only words 
of com m endation for Senator Bever­ 
idge. 
“Throughout the tariff fight,” said 
he, “ Senator Beveridge and I worked 
shoulder to shoulder for the same re­ 
sults. 
We had frequent conferences 
i and pat forth every possible effoit L:

The civil war soldier k nows what 
need there is for such a commission­ 
er. 
The state of Indiana appreciates 
the services rendered by the soldiers, 
and in a desire to assist honorably dis­ 
charged veterans in obtaining justice, 
it was proposed by a Republican, Rep­ 
resentative Miles Furnas, to furnish 
the aid required, at the state's ex ­ 
pense, to the end that no Indiana sol­ 
dier might he unjustly treated or dis­ 
criminated against. 


Ha ve L o st T h e ir Pa p e rs. 
Many deserving soldiers have lost 
their discharge papers, and others 
have been victims of errors in the rec­ 
ords. 
It is to clear up such records, 
without ex orbitant fees, that the state 
proposes to create the commissioner 
mentioned. 
The just and desirable 
statute needed will be passed by Re­ 
publicans at the earliest possible day. 
Democrats defeated the purpose of 
rhe Furnas hill. Why? 
Democrats had a chance to show’ 
they were friendly to the soldier. They 
oted as foes of the soldier. 
A solid Democratic committee ma­ 
jority reported the bill for indefinite 
postponement. 
The Republican mi­ 
nority in the house urged the bill for 
passage, and made such a hot fight 
that the Democrats were forced to put 
themselves on record for or against 
the measure.

W h ile 
on 
the 
subject 
of 
prices the farm er in Indiana 
w ill be interested in knowing 
how much he can buy with the 
products of his land. 
The far­ 
mer does not run a mint. 
He 
dops not m anufacture money. 
He exchanges his product fbr 
money or for other men’s prod­ 
ucts. 
He trades his grain, his 
livestock or his truck for the 
manufactured products, or for 
the staples which are offered 
for barter by other citizens who 
live in cities. 
So the present 
exchange values of farm prod­ 
ucts are interesting to the far­ 
mer. 
As compared with the ex­ 
change 
values 
of 
1896, 
the 
showing in 1910 is most grat­ 
ifying to the land owner. 
Here 
are some sample instances: 
In 1896 ten bushels of corn 
would buy 146 pounds of gal­ 
vanized 
barbed 
wire, and 
in 
1910 ten bushels of corn would 
exchange for 268 pounds of gal­ 
vanized barbed wire. 
Th ere’s 
a difference. 
In 18J6 ten bushels of wheat 
would buy 210 pounds of 8- 
penny wire nails. 
In 1910, ten 
bushels of wheat will buy 641 
pounds of 8-penny wire nails. 
W ho gets the advantage of this 
change of prices?

bushels of 
oats bought 7.111 
bricks.

IN SENATE INQUIRY 


CimUtee Has RsatSed Iha 


Eipscled Daadlock. 


Chicago, Oct. 5.— The crisis in the 
Lorim er bribe investigation has re­ 
sulted in a deadlock of the investigat­ 
ing committee. 
It is the split that has 
been looked on as inevitable since the 
inception of the inquiry, and as far as 
could be learned, is upon party lines. 
There are reports that Senator M or­ 
gan C. Bulkeley, Republican member, 
might be rushed back from bis home 
in Connecticut to break the committee 
deadlock. 
His vote certainly would 
be with the Republicans, it was de­ 
clared. 
The split arose over the question 
of the “ jackpot” legislators who are to j 
testify— or at least to be asked to tes- i 
tifv. 
The senators differed, it was 
said, as to the length to which the ■ 
committee should go in enforcing au-j 
thcrity and compelling State Senator 
Broderick, Representative Browne and 
R. E. W ilson to testify. 
So acute did these differences be­ 
come that Chairm an Burrows refuse<l> 
to rule on the question brought up by 
Attorney Thomas Dawson, represent­ 
ing 
Broderick’s 
law yer. 
Although 
Senator Broderick had been ordered to 
appear before the committee to tes- | 
tify as thetfirst witness, he was ex­ 
cused until later. 
The 
prosecutors
